Claims 1-4, 6-9, 14-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Edwards (United States Patent No. 5,901 ,31 5). 

Rejections under 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action:
